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IT u to be observed, that Platk XXIV. of this 
Volume having met with an accident while in the En- 
graver's hands, is necessarily omitted. It contained a 
general view of Mr. Allah's Theodolite, the separate 
parts of which are represented on Plate 23. As, how- 
ever, all the referencesih the description relate to this 
latter Plate, no material inconvenience can arise from 
the omission, which has been determined on in preference 
to any further delay in the publication of the Volume.
